4. Claims 23 - 26, 29 - 37 and 40 - 44 are considered allowable since when reading the 
claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP 21 1 1.01, none of the prior art of record teach or 
render obvious applicant's claimed invention. In particular, as pointed out below, the art lacks 
certain features and the combination as specified in the respective claim(s). 

5. The features recited in claim 23, "An apparatus comprising: an at least partially 
automated microscope including at least one configurable subassembly having at least one 
element, the at least one element having a plurality of positions; and a computer associated with 
the microscope, the computer including: a display configured to depict a plurality of user 
interfaces, each user interface including at least three areas , a first area of a first user interface 
depicting a selection of at least three modules including a first module providing a configuration 
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of the microscope , a second module providing a fine tuning and a third module providing an 
operation of the microscope ". 

6. The features recited in claim 34, "A method for configuring an at least partially 
automated microscope including at least one configurable subassembly having at least one 
element having a plurality of positions, the method comprising: depicting a first user interface 
and a second user interface on a display of a computer associated with the microscope , the first 
and second user interfaces each including at least three respective areas , a first area of the first 
user interface depicting a selection of at least three modules including a first module providing a 
configuration of the microscope , a second module providing a fine tuning and a third module 
providing an operation of the microscope ".
